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The FCC vsAuto & Phone Patches

Recent literature prepared by the FCC and the 
League has indicated a renewed and intense 
interest in the use and abuseof Amateur privi- 
leges concerning Autopatches and Phonepatches 

The FCC, which regulates the use of the en- 
tire radio spectrum, hears complaints andcom- 
mentsfrom all sources. These include: 1) Tele- 
phone companies who feel any loss of revenue 
will adversely effect their massive capital 
equipment investment. 2) The Commercial 
Communications people (RCC) who complain 
competition from a non-commercial service is 
a threat to their livelihood, and 3) governments 
of certain nations which prohibit Amateursfrom 
handling third party traffic internationally in 
competition with government owned telecom- 
munications services. This factor alone could 
carry Significant weight during 1979 WARC. 

The question facing Amateurs is this: Should 
phone patches and autopatches be subject to 
reasonable voluntary restraints, thereby pre- 
serving most of our traditional flexibility, or 
should we risk forcing our government to de- 
fine for us specifically what we can and cannot 
do? Experience has shown very clearly that 
when specific regulations are established, both 
innovation and flexibility are likely to suffer. 

Therefore, it is urged that all Amateurs look 
closely at their activities concerning auto and 
phonepatching. As guidelines, consider the 
following: 1) International phonepatching (an? 
formal traffic) must only be made with countrie 
having third party agreement with the U.S. 2) 
Phone or autopatches involving the business 
affairs of any party must not be made. 3) Calls 
to place an order for a commercial product or 
service must not be made, nor is the calling of 
one's office to leave or receive messages per- 
mitted. However, calls in the interest of high- 
way or personal safety are permitted. 4) Phone 
and autopatches made solely to avoid toll 
charges, or when normal telephone service is 
available, should never be made. Last but not 
least, if you have any doubt as to the legality 
or advisability of a patch, don't make it. 

Our interconnection privileges are unique to 
most of the world and are of the utmost in 
convenience on a personal, non-commercial 
basis, to say nothing of the tremendous impact 
these devices have had on our public service 
postured. Let us not loose these facilities 
through abuse.

February is Novice Month 
or a sure-fire boost for your fist

Just like the January Super Bowl culminates 
the football season, February is the highpoint 
of the operating year for all amateur radio's 
newcomers, regardlessof licenseclass. ARRL 
has sponsored a Novice Roundup every year 
since the Novice license was born in the early 
1950's. And this year Technicians can operate 
on an equal basis with Novices. If you miss 
your NR, you may look back years later and 
sorely regret it. 


Check into the latest issue of QST for all the 
details you need to enjoy and compete in the 
1978 NR. This year it runs from February 4 - 
12. However this is not a marathon like some 
other contests, you can operate thirty hours 
maximum. Most activity is on the weekends 
and evenings during the week. 


What are the benefits to you? First, if your 
entry has the highest score in your ARRL 
Section you get a very handsome certificate. 
Just for sending in the entry your callsign and 
score will be printed in QST. If you include a 
picture, it may get printed too. Some of your 
contacts will undoubtedly be some new states 
for your WAS Award from ARRL. The biggest 
reward for you is not quite so tangible though. 
As you operate you will be under the gun to get 
callsigns and sections correctly copied. Some 
will be sent too slow and some will be sent 
faster than your most comfortable copy speed. 
Point is, it's a rare case when someone does 
not increase their code speed during the NR. 
You may hear lots of "old-timers" in your 
novice band during the NR. They are there for 
one reason: to help you. There is nothing in it 
for them .... no awards, probably no new 
states and maybe they don't need the code 
practice. 


When the NR is all over you may well wonder 
how you accomplished so much in such a short 
time. Your cw skills will be higher than ever 
before in your ham career. Many Novices plan 
to take the General exams right after and often 
the 13 wpm seems slow after some furious 
flurry in the contest. If you are at a plateau in 
your code skill try the hot stove and the NR, 
chase the ill winds of February. You won't re- 
gret it!

Camille. 


PLANNING will only be done if you and I 
work through our local Emergency Coordina- 
tors and prod the politically appointed Civil 
Defense chiefs to do their job. 

We won't know the next time 
the call ''CQ EMERGENCY" will be heard in 
the ether.
